. Stockton Raymond was born in Ohio 
about forty years ago. During Me col- 
lege days he was much interested Jn 
out-door sports and was on the foot- 
ball team, and reminders of his athle- 
tic training are still often, evident in 
his figures of speech, and In the spirit 
of fair play and of "hitting the line 
hard" which 'he puts-drito his work. 


While studying law at Columbia, Mr. 


-Raymond became interested in social 
vroblems. In the- teeming tenements 
and crowded streets of the great city, 
he saw the suffering and failure and 
tragedy of life, much of which might 
be averted. After graduating from the 
law school he decided not to practice 
law, but to devote his energies at once 
to giving better opportunities and a 
helping -hand to his 
less 
fortunate 


neighbors. 


Mr. Raymond's 
first 
professional 


work was done with the Charity Or- 
ganization Society of New York City. 
Then he was called to Columbus, Ohio, 
where for several years he was general 
secretary of the. Family Sen-ice 'So- 
ciety. Four years ago he took the posi- 
tion of general secretary with the Bos- 
ton Family Welfare Society. He is now 
directing about sixty palcl workers an<3 
some seven hundred volunteers.

Approximately 8,000,000 Bibles' are 


printed in this country and

annually," said Mr. Buxton, "and 35,- 
000,000 throughout the -world. 


"Assuming as approximately -correct 


that the earth-contains r,500,000,000-in- 
habitants, it Is evident that all the 
Bibles ever printed would aupply near- 
ly half the individuals of the globe 
with a. -copy and each -of earth's 300,- 
000,000 families -with more than 
two 


copies. There is, however, no ivay of 
knowing ihow many Bibles of the total 
printed In history are in existence to- 
day and the distribution of the -Scrip- 
tures, of course, has not been uniform 
among nations and tribes of men. 


."There are more exact statistics re- 


garding the distribution of Bibles in 
the United States. In a population . of 
115,000,000, it is -estimated by Dr. J. S. 
KIrkbride -of -the American TBible So- 
ciety that about 80,000,000 people own 
Bibles. This leaves 35,000,000 who do 
not. possess a -copy of the Scriptures, 
'n a. total Of 23,000,006 families, 13,300 


have Bibles.

Danger Ahead. 


Do you realize there are 71 proposed amendments to the 


constitution of the United States before the present congress? 


• Think it over and consider what it means. There are today in 
the hands of our national legislature more proposed changes in 
our organic Jaw than have been offered in the entire history of 
our country^ Remember that there have been only nineteen 
amendments to that fundamental law and ten of those were 
found necessary at the first session of congress in order to per- 
fect the constitution to carry into effect the intent of its makers. 


Since that first congress, only nine amendments have been 


made and most of those within the past half century. When 
you come to consider that 71 changes are .suddenly proposed 
and the backers of each one of these considers there is some 
real grounds for the proposition, it is not difficult to read ahead 
and see what is going to happen in the next generation if this 
^dangerous procedure is not suddenly halted. 


The constitution, which was considered the most sacred law 


of the world, is fast becoming the' plaything of cranks and 
fanatics. There are always those who are seeking publicity 
who will back any kind of a project so long as it gets them 
notoriety.

Under a bill ordered reported Wed- 


nesday at Washington by the House 
Military Committee the Portsmouth 
reservation at Sagamore Creek, the old 
Portsmouth gun house and Fort Mc-
